Feedback 
from 
parents 
and 
teachers alike confirm the value of 
the center, now in its second year. 
M c E lm u rry 
inaugurated 
the 
program about a year ago based on 
the 
experience 
at 
Loma 
Vista 
E lem entary School. However, he 
developed 
a 
slightly 
different 
approach 
i wanted to em phasize 
the idea of exploration in contrast to 
the 
usual 
remedial 
or 
straight 
le a rn in g 
p r o c e s s .’’ 
he 
said 
yesterday. 
But 
M cE lm u rry 
insists 
the 
teaching staff really m ade it all 
possible. They voted to increase 
their individual class sizes by a few 
students each in order to free a 
teacher for the Learning Center. 
The teacher turned out to be 
B arbara 
Culberson 
who 
bubbles 
with excitem ent when talking about 
her work, now nearing the end of the 
first fullscale year. 
The program got started last year 
in one room with parents serving as 
volunteer teachers. This year some 
of the sam e parents a re on hand, but 
they have Mrs. Culberson as the 
director and there are two rooms 
now and m ore equipment. 
H ere’s how it works. Teachers 
s c h e d u l e 
s e l e c t 
s t u d e n t s 
individually 
or 
in 
groups 
for 
remedial work in specific areas of 
instruction 
or 
for 
a 
variety of 
enrichm ent program s. 
The c e n te r's program is heavy in 
rem edial work, but Mrs. Culberson 
hopes to enlarge the enrichm ent 
angle, or to use M cE lm urry s word, 
“ exploration ’ 
Some of the more popular items 
are film strips, records, various art 
projects, acquarium s, m icroscopes 
and games. Many of the gam es have 
the beguiling look of conventional 
games, but they are designed to aid 
a student learn a skill in a subtle 
sort of way. 
Many of the things the students 
learn are ouilding blocks, according 
to Mrs. Culberson. She rem em bers 
the boy, a bully on the playground, 
whose personal esteem and thus his 
sociability improved because of his 
experience in building a cardboard 
model of a mission. L ater the boy 
duplicated the work in a wall m ural 
and he was on his way to a new 
aw areness of his powers. Without 
the learning center he m ight still be 
dem onstrating his superiority by

being a bully on the playground. 
Mrs. Culberson sees about 150 or 
180 students a day. Many of them 
have need for remedial m ath or 
reading, but some have less easily 
defined problems. For the latter 
individuals 
the 
m ore 
relaxed 
atm osphere of the center m ay have 
a therapuetic value, according to 
M cElm urry. 
W hatever 
the 
specifics, 
the 
cen ter's broad range ot educational 
opportunities coupled with the zeal 
of Mrs. Culberson could have a 
profound influence on some of the 
gray areas of our school system 
Some hint at the promise m ay be 
seen in the stream of visitors from 
other districts. 
What s ahead for next year? More 
of the sam e probably and maybe 
some new angles, one of them, 
possibly more input from the kids 
them selves on what they’d like to 
have in the way of program.

The actions of Scherle and Cotter and the reas.surances 
from Nixon and Connally were prompted in part by the 
Labor Department's report Thursday that food prices, led 
by meat, pu.shed the cost ot living up 0.5 per cent in 
February That was the bigge*sl monthly jump since June 
and the 2 per cent climb in food prices was the steepest in 14 
years 
Neither .Nixon, at a White House news conference, nor 
Connally, m a television interview, specifically mentioned 
outright price controls on food products —largely exempt 
from the administration's anli-inflation program now But 


Nixon said “ other action will be taken" if food prices 
continue to skyrocket and the Treasury secretary made the 
same pledge 
Cotter s suggestion for meatless meals, made in a letter 
to his constituents in the Hartford area, was irnmediately 
rejected by Agriculture Undersecretary J. Phil Campbell. 
Cotter said that if each family 
sets aside at least two 
meatless days each week and encourages neightbors to do 
the same, the effect could be quite dramatic. 
“ Wholesalers will buy less meat from packers." he said, 
“ and packers will buy less cattle Sixiner or later those 
cows will have to come to market and at a lesser price. 
Cotter said President .Nixon and the Cost of Living 
Council have “ turned a deaf ear to the plight ot the 
consumer who has watched in despair while each week the 
groceries eat up more and more of his frozen wages 


Campbell, asked for the administration's view of Cotter’s 
proposal, said “ W’e don't think there's any need for 
boycotting anything based on prices at the moment” 
Hep. W, R. f’oage. D-Tex., chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee, also opposed the proposal, saying 
he has “ seen too many boycott statements." although “ I 
think we have to expect it." 


.Meantime. Joseph B. Danzansky, of the Giant Food Inc. 
supermarket chain, said “ consumer reaction ... has been 
highly favorable” to the firm's advertisement advising 
customers to “ buy less meat . . . use other forms of

letter " 
Leading m em bers of the Commission on M arijuana and 
Drug Abuse went on national television Wednesday night to 
explain the recom m endations, product of a year s work by 
a distinguished panel of experts.

crim inal act Public possession or distribution of sm all 
am ounts of m arijuana, without the intent of profit should be 
subject to small fines only, the com m ission recom m ended 
In its report. 
M arijuana A Signal of M isunderstanding, 
the comm ission said the whole question of m ariju an a 
should be decriminalized, but said the drug should not be 
legalized at this time. 


The commission urged the lifting of the ban on private 
use of m arijuana, but em phasized that laws prohibiting the 
production and distribution of the drug for profit be 
retained The com m ission also said the use of the drug 
should be discouraged

POMPANO BEACH. Fla. 
—(NEAj—It is high noon at 
the Texas Rangers’ training 
site here. And the sun and 
George Susce are melting 
whatever winter dreams of 
spring ease the players had. 
The pitchers for the last 
two hours have been running 
in the heat, doing endless 
calisthenics, touching toes, 
chasing fungoes and grum­ 
bling at bullpen coach Susce, 
the grizzled taskmaster, his 
cap a l w a y s turned back­ 
ward, catcher-style. A few 
elderly onlookers stand un­ 
der palm trees, f a n n i n g 
themselves with newspapers, 
and watch the moaning play­ 
ers run in sweat-darkened 
uniforms. 


“ I don’t mind you carryin’ 
a piano,” bellows Susce to 
pitcher Casey Cox, “ but I 
don’t want you stoppin’ tc 
play it.” 


“ I got a bad hoof today,” 
groans Cox. “ And I think 
I’m going delirious, too.” 
George C y r i l Methodius 
Susce Sr. (“ Susce” is pro­ 
nounced “ SOO-see") has 
been running players into 
shape three hours a day for 
several spring weeks 
for 
more than three decades. He 
has coac hed on five big 
league clubs. All big league 
teams have a spring train­ 
ing “ d r i l l sergeant,” but 
Susce is reputed to be one 
of the best. 


“ George was the first man 
I hired when I took over in 
1969,” said Ranger manager 
Ted Williams. “ He was a 
coach with the Boston Red 
Sox when I was there. I liked 
his gung-ho attitude.” 
Susce’s specialty is pitch­ 
ers. He has coached and 
goaded into shape such out­ 
standing pitchers as Bob 
Feller and Bob Lemon with 
Cleveland, Warren S p a h n 
and Lew Burdette with the 
Braves and Mel Parnell with 
the Red Sox. 
He helped M i k e McCor­ 
mick develop a screwball, 
saw his potential, and urged 
the Senators not to trade 
him. They did it anyway. 
The next season McCormick 
won the Cy Young award 


with San Francisco. Af t e r 
the season, he bought Susce 
two suits. 
Dick Bosman, the leading 
pitcher on the Rangers, has 
sent Susce a letter thanking 
the coach for working him 
like a dog in spring train­ 
ing. 
(“ How come,” g r u n t s 
pitcher Paul Lindblad, his 
head hanging as he touches 
his toes, "How come we do 
more exercises t h a n any 
other team in baseball, but 
we got the worst record?” 
(“ We did the maximum of 
what we got,” says Susce, 
also touching his toes.) 
Susce is one of the oldest 
full-time coaches in baseball 
now. He refuses to tell his 
age, but the record book 
says he will be 63 on August 
13. (“ Write that he’s 65,’’ 
s a y s Williams, puckishly. 
“ That’ll stir him up.” ) Yet 
he still catches batting prac­ 
tice regularly and does all 
the exercises along with the 
rest of the players. 
“ I ’ve never seen anything 
like it,” says Bosman. nThe 
first time I saw him stretch­ 
ing so far — this old man — 
I thought he was double­ 
jointed.” 
Susce looks as if he was 
born wearing a chest pro­ 
tector. His face is lined and 
rugged as a coconut husk. 
He has furry reddish eye­ 
brows, a slightly wattled 
throat, a strong chin. For all 
his rich ill-humor, his blue- 
gray eyes are crinkly and 
gentle. 
(The players c a l l him 
“ Good Kid,” a nickname he 
picked up as a hard-working 
young Detroit Tiger in 1932.) 
Only a b o u t half of his 
crooked teeth are left in his 
head, but he says he doesn’t 
wear his false teeth on the 
field “ because they bobble 
up and down when I run.” 
A high school teacher once 
told him he had the voice of 
an opera singer. No longer. 
He now sounds like a busted 
tuba. 
His pants are baggy as 
bloomers f r o m baseballs 
stuffed in the back pockets. 
At 5-10, 205, he looks squat 
but fit. His most gruesome 
aspect are the fingers of his 
right hand. The lingers go 
off in puffy, mangled direc­ 
tions of their own, like a 
bunch of bananas. T h o s e

fo^ir fingers and thumb have 
been broken a b o u t eight 
times, the p r i z e s earned 
from a 16-year catching ca­ 
reer, half of which was spent 
in the minors. 
“ I was always a third 
string catcher when I ’d get 
up to the majors,” he said. 
“ Every time I c o m e up 
they’d be set, like Detroit 
had Mickey Cochrane, and 
then there was Mancuso and 
O’Farrell and Hogan.” 
In the minor leagues Susce 
had a reputation as a brawl­ 
er. That came, he says, from 
“ cornin’ up the hard way.” 
He was born in Pittsburgh 
to 
Slovakian 
parents 
(“ I 
speak good Slovak, Polish 
and Hungarian. And a little 
English” ) 
and worked in 
steel mills and coal mines 
as a youth. 
“ I tell the players today 
they should work just one 
week in a steel mill,” says 
Susce. "They have it so easy 
today. They don’t have the 
desire we used to have. And 
everything I have now, I ap­ 
preciate.” 
Like his 1955 Cadillac. The 
players u s e d to kid him 
about it, how he kept it so 
immaculate and how the car 
ran so perfectly even after 
17 years and 175,000 miles. 
He finally bought a new Cad­ 


illac this year. The players 
say he will have it 17 years, 
too, 
Susce is just as painstaking 
in his baseball career. 
“ I was a guy who had to 
hustle,” he says. “ I didn’t 
have any more natural tal­ 
ents than the next guy. I had 
to work” 


About Susce’s intense dedi­ 
cation, W i l l i a m s says, 
“ Some guys never had a 
chance to enjoy the roses 
and flowers in their playing 
c a r e e r , and a fella like 
George 
realizes 
what 
he 
missed and knows what it 
takes to get it.” 


Susce says, “ I love the 
game. Love it. It’s the great­ 
est game t h e r e is, even 
though I’m underpaid (he 
makes about $18,000 a sea­ 
son). No, I ’ll never retire. 
They’ll have to fire me.” 


The gr oa ni ng pitchers 
threaten that w h e n Susce 
dies they’ll make baseball 
gloves out of his hide. But 
Bosman, in a more thought­ 
ful moment, says, " G u y s 
bitch at him, but I think 
most respect what he’s do­ 
ing for them. He is amazing, 
though. Most guys his age 
are sitting by a fireside in 
some old folks’ home.”
